The Brief provides an explanation of Claim 1, as an example of the subject matter defined in the claims. However, the 
Brief fails to provide a concise explanation, including page and line number, for EACH independent claim, as required 
by 37 CFR 41.37(c) (1) (v). For example, claim 13 contains limitations drawn to "subsets of M compounds" and 
"evaluating subsets based on fitness" which is not explained in the explanation. This is merely an example and 
Applicant should concisely explain EACH independent claim on appeal. It is further noted that the heading "Grouping of 
Claims" is no longer a reguirement. as this has been replaced by "Grounds of Rejection to be Reviewed on Appeal".
